As a consequence the lime-dealers in Tien- 
tsin have no stock aod canuot securo any. 
Public interesta in China always (theoreti= 
cally) take the precedence of private ones, 
‘and in cases like this they de so practically, 
Lite froin other regions can be had, but it 
is muoh inferior in quality, and lime’ of all 
kinds is selling at an advance over last year 
af from twenty to thirty “per vent, is’ 
one of tho enjoyable concomitants of s state 
of things liko this that it involves very 
much more than appears upos the surface, 
For example, the beot bard cot] in Chibli 
is produced nor the lime-worke, and 
‘there is an abundance of it, But 
owing to the strangulation of traffis by the 
jam of Jimo-buats, nobody can get any coal. 
f, as recently happened, foreigners send an 
agent to purchase several thousand piculs of 
coal, the agent returns with the gralifying 
intelligence that he hns bought the aoale,

E, Li Hung Chang, has reigned his position 
of manager of the Hallway, and atter 
twenty-eeven years of continuous residenee 
in China, is going home, His thorough. 
nequaintance with the Chinese language, 
hie indefatigable studious  habite, is 
almost unequalled oppurtusitics of obser- 
vation aud knowledge, give ® weight 
to what he says aboat China whioh would

Attention has been repeatedly called to 
the efforts of a Scandinavian Mission, having 
its head-quartors ia the United States, to 
sond out large numbers of missionaries every 
year to ‘occupy’ the unworked parts of the 
Empire, At first not souch attention wes 
paid to it, and as the Conference of Mise 
sionarias. of Shanghai in 1800 
deliberately asked for ove thousand new 
missionaries within five yeers, those 
who approve of missionaries ot all made no 
special objection to Soundinaviens. But 
it poop appeared that those reoruits are by 
no weane of the eame type as the average 
missionaries already in Chiua, Many of 
the new people are uneducated, many do 
not speak ot write English, though in com. 
mission by an Americun society, aud mapy 
and apparently most of them, arc unmar- 
tied, though as the rcoruits are of both 
sexes, thie difficulty seems likely to‘ be 
speedily overcome.- It ix nob generally 
known how many of theeo missionaries are 
alrcady in China, nor where they are, but 
the number cannot be small, und it is 
rapidly increasiog. Wo heard of the ar-
